King David Kalakaua, who reigned over the Hawaiian kingdom from 1874 until his death in 1891, is best known as the 
“Merrie Monarch.” This name was inspired by the king’s love of music, parties and fine food and drinks, but he is remem- 
bered most for being the king who brought pride back to the Hawaiian people. During his reign, King Kalakaua successful- 
ly restored Hawaiian cultural practices and traditions that were suppressed for decades, replaced instead with Christian 
missionary teachings. There was a time when dancing hula was forbidden. King Kalakaua, however, was a fan of the arts 
and a proponent of Hawaiian mythology, chant and hula. He once said, “Hula is the language of the heart, therefore the 
heartbeat of the Hawaiian people.” Those words still resonate with the Hawaiian people today, and the annual Merrie 
Monarch Festival in Hilo, Hawai‘i was created in his honor. Hula’s place in Hawaiian history is about much more than 
mere /d‘au entertainment. Hula was how the stories of the Hawaiian people were expressed and remembered in absence 
of a formal written language. It was how history and religion were carried from one generation to the next. 


When King Kalakaua revived hula and other Hawaiian traditions, he 
brought a sense of pride back to the Hawaiian people. There were also 
many other aspects of the culture that thrived under his leadership. He 
wrote “Hawai‘i Pono‘l,” an anthem of the Kingdom of Hawai‘i, and the 
Hawai‘i State song today. He also oversaw construction of ‘lolani Palace, 
which still stands in Honolulu as a symbol of Hawai‘i’s independence during 
his reign. King Kalakaua was a world traveler as well, and was the first 
reigning monarch to ever visit the United States. He was married to Queen 
Kapi‘olani but had no children. So after his death, he was succeeded by his 
sister, Liliu‘okalani. King David Kalakaua was the last reigning king of the 
Kingdom of Hawai'i. 


Only five official coins were struck for the Kingdom of Hawai'i: four dated 1883 and one dated 1847 
and none were struck in gold. King Kalakaua | is on the four silver coins dated 1883 (Dollar, Half, 
Quarter, Dime). King Kamehameha III (pictured right) is on the 1847 cent. Any coin outside of these 
are replicas. There is a story that claims 50 gold coins were made in 1883 for King Kalakaua | but this 
has never been proven. NGC says an MS-65 1883/3 could be worth as much as 650 USD and an 
Proof 1883 1000 USD. A VG is 40-45 USD, VF 75-95 USD, and XF 125-150 USD. Other MS grade 
climbing range is 250-550 USD. Check any potential carefully as this coin has had counterfeits and 
replicas in the marketplace. The coin below is selling on eBay (wintercoins) for 85 USD and as grade 
Fine. 
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NEW 2019 CANADIAN REMEMBRANCE COINS

This is the new 2019 Pure .9999 Silver Coloured Proof Coin—Remembrance Day. This is the first time the RCM has issued a 
poppy-shaped coin AND the first time its used a newly-introduced colour application. It’s an innovative twist to a traditional 
technique that captures the poppy’s layered and airy feel in a way that has not been seen on previous poppy coins. The 
mintage is limited to a maximum 10,000 coins worldwide. It has a diameter of 34 mm, Face Value of 10 dollars, and a 
weight of 15.87 g. The obverse is the QEIl design by Susanna Blunt. The reverse was designed by Canadian artist Jamie 
Desrochers. 


For nearly a century, the delicate poppy has symbolized the fallen soldier. Within a single flower are four petals or more— 
each illustrating how a soldier never falls alone. Behind every fallen soldier is a mother, a father, siblings, relatives and 
friends left behind. One hundred years after the signing of the Treaty of Versailles, the poppy continues to be an enduring 
icon, reminding us of not only the fallen from the First World War, but of all wars. The first-ever poppy-shared Canadian coin 
iS a poignant reminder of the cost of war, the fragility of peace, and the enduring hope of those who step forward to serve. 


This is a 1 0z Pure .9999 Silver Proof Coin — Lest We Forget just released October 2019. It has a worldwide limited mintage 
of 6,000. The coin has a 38 mm diameter, a Face Value of 20 dollars, and a weight of 31.39 g. The obverse is the QEIl 
design by Susanna Blunt. The reverse was designed by Canadian artist Karri Weller. 


The coin is based on the poppy wreaths that are a common sight at commemorative services held each November 11 in 
Canada (Remembrance Day). Asolemn symbol of remembrance, a red Murano glass poppy (Venetian glass from the Island 
of Murano) is centrally positioned against the coin’s proof finish. A wreath of poppies (Papaver rhoeas) forms a circular 
shape that represents continuity and hope behind the cross-shaped ribbon that bears the incuse text “LEST WE FORGET 
N’OUBLIONS JAMAIS”. The “N’OUBLIONS JAMAIS” is French for “NEVER FORGET”. Canada is a bilingual country hence 
the legend is shown in both official languages. Kerri said, “The poppy is a poignant symbol that evokes memories of our 
veterans, their sacrifices and a mutual longing for peace on this planet we all call home. In designing this coin, | looked 
to my family’s own wartime experiences to find that emotional space in which | could distil these key concepts of loss, 
remembrance and hope.”

Above flanked by two posters, is the World Expo 1910, Belguim commemorative souvenir copper token “Money Minting” 
which was issued by La Monnaie de Brussels (Royal Mint of Belgium located in Brussels. aka “Brussels Mint”), from its 
pavilion at the fair. The token has a 39.3 mm diameter, a 1.9 mm thickness, and a weight of 10.2 g. The obverse reads 
“JADIS” which translated to English means “formerly” and shows the old way of making money. The reverse reflects the 
1900s technology which then was the "AUJOURD'HUI" (NEW or MODERN) way of making money. The image on the obverse, 
very much imitates a St. Eligius image commonly used on token commemorating the Patron Saint of Numismatics. Many 
pavilions issued their own tokens or medallions, plus there was one official world gar token sold at general admission. 


At the bottom of the obverse the token shows A. Michaux which represents Alphonse Michaux 
(1860-1928), a Belgian coin engraver and medallist. Michaux was appointed Chief Engraver of the 
Brussels Mint (La Monnaie de Bruxelles) in 1895. As a coin designer, he is best known for engrav-

The Exposition Universelle et Internationale de Bruxelles 
1910 was a world fair held in Brussels in 1910 from 23 
April to 1 November, and the theme was “Works of Art and 
Science, Agricultural and Industrial Products of All

18 million Belgian francs, of which some sums were raised 
by a national lottery, and a tramline was also built for this [im 
event. The 1910 event received 13 million visitors 
(including more than a million foreigners), covered 220 
acres, and lost 100,000 Belgian Francs. It major site for 
the exhibition was the Mont des Arts, although the site was 
largely demolished during the post-war construction 
process of Brusselization. The 1910 World Expo had 26 countries 
participate (including France and Germany whose Attaché des F 
Reichskommissars was Heinrich Friedrich Albert was suspected of 
engaging in espionage and sabotage during the 1914-1917 years, and 
possibly earlier. There were big fires on August 14th and 15th, 1910, 
which gutted several pavilions, the marketplace (damage can be seen on | 
the postcard pictured here), the central gallery, a French restaurant, the 
executive committee offices, the race track, wild animal enclosure, and * 
the Brussels kermesse (a reproduction of an old city district). 


The Hotel Astoria, Brussels (as pictured right in 1910), was built for the 
1910 World Fair, and is now a protected monument. 
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The 1910 World Fair in Brussels’s Colonial Expo- 
sition—Festival of Empire featured a replica of 
Canada’s Parliament Building. —

There was also a silver-plated variety of the token shown on the 
previous page. Most Internet auctions results are reflected in 
USD or BP. The copper variety of the token has a market trend of 
$25-30 USD, and the silver-plated $35-40 USD in Fair condition. 


Otto-Léonard Wiskemann (1852-1909) set up in business in the heart of Brussels in 1872 and specialized in producing 
silver-plated white metal for the hotel and catering industry. Around 1890 he extended a building in the Impasse du Val 
des Roses to create a new workshop. After his death his sons Otto (t1946) and Albin (t1950) took over the company 
and greatly expanded it, with new production facilities in Zurich and Milan and sales outlets in Antwerp, Brussels, Ghent 
and Nice, later also in Bruges, Liege and Paris. In the 1920s they brought a new factory on stream in Vorst. In 1924 Wis- 
kemann started manufacturing kitchen and tableware and cutlery in 18/8 stainless steel (18 % chromium and 8 % nick- 
el) - the first in the world to do so. Around 1923 Bruno Wiskemann (+1955), a brother of Albin and Otto, decided to set 
up his own business, which in 1924 resulted in the Etablissements Bruno Wiskemann SA, with the Wolfers family as the 
major shareholder. 


After the death of Otto Wiskemann in 1946, Roger Soin took over the day-to-day running of the company. As far as the 
production of silverware is concerned, very few new items were added to the interwar range. The company catered first 
and foremost for a conservative public and in the uni category simple services and cutlery, like Hellade N° 32, which can 
hardly be described as art deco, came onto the market. Orfévrerie Wiskemann's participation in Expo 58 did not go unno- 
ticed, for its products were on show in no fewer than three pavilions. In design terms, Wiskemann “Rénovateur, en Bel- 
gique, actuellement du style moderne, pur et rationnel” came up with several novelties and Stephan Winteroy (*1921), 
head of the production department, can take the credit for them: the Country Club table service, the Stuyvenberg cutlery, 
the Heysel coffee and tea service, and la Cambre table service. 


However, the styles introduced at Expo 58 (World Fair in Brussels running 17 April to 19 October 1958) could not 
disguise the disappointing sales figures of the Wiskemann silver department, and even a number of new initiatives 
brought little solace. But in the 1960s several innovative designs were launched, including the Arlequin cutlery and the 
Erin service. 


This is a silver Souvenir (given the nature of the company’s business the silver was fitting — but it’s not clear if this is a

This 69.65 mm diameter, 123.7 g weight, bronze 
medallion (graded AU-50-53) is themed Sciences 
& Technologies and designed by Godefroid 
Devreese, and issued at the ROY- 
AUME DE BELGIQUE pavilion. The 
reverse is signed “G. DEVREESE” 
just below the horse’s_ raised 
hoof. 


The Obverse shows a tradesman, clad in a long 
leather apron and bearing a vase, climbs stairs 
right to receive a victory wreath from Fortune who 
awaits him. The Reverse shows a Young herald 
horseman blowing in a oliphan (Sounding a clari- 
on) astride a horse prancing left. 


Godefroid Devreese (1861-1941) holds the record for the production of medals in Belgium for the year 1909. He intro- 
duced new sculpting methods in his collaboration on the monument Anspach at Brussels. In his medals which he began to 
execute in early 1893, his style is expressive, finished in detail, rounding out of relief which has its high points and shad- 
ows, though the modelling in general is low. 


This 1910 World Expo artistic bronze 68 x 68 mm square medallion (plaquette) is graded AU50-53 and is themed

This note commemorates football (Soccer) player George Best, (born 22 May 1946, died 25 Novem- 
ber 2005). All genuine notes have prefix GB; some counterfeits are known with prefix A—Source: The Banknotebook. Best 
was a Northern Ireland professional footballer who played as a winger, spending most of his career at Manchester United. 
He is universally regarded as one of the greatest players of all time. With his good looks and playboy lifestyle, Best be- 
came one of the first media celebrity footballers, earning the nickname “Fifth Beatle” in 1966, but his extravagant life- 
style led to various personal problems, most notably alcoholism, which he suffered from for the rest of his life. Best died 
at the age of 59. 


Now the Northern Ireland Five Pounds “George Best” Note is a bid odd for two reasons; it features Manchester United 
and Northern Ireland soccer star George Best, and it was unique to Northern Ireland. Although the countries in the United 
Kingdom (Northern Ireland, England, Wales and Scotland) all use the same currency, Northern Ireland uses different 
banknotes. In fact, each bank in Northern Ireland circulates its own distinct versions. A lot of places in the reset of the 
United Kingdom will not accept the different bills, although they can be exchanged in banks. Either way, this George Best 
note is not likely to be used for something as innocuous as buying some fish and chips, as only one million were printed. 
The goal of the note was to celebrate the soccer star and create a unique bit of memorabilia. Also this note has been in 
the news quite a bit, as you will learn further in this article. 


Banknotes have been issued for use specifically in Northern Ireland since 1929, and are denominated in pounds sterling. 
They are legal currency, but technically not legal tender anywhere (including Northern Ireland itself). However, the bank- 
notes are still widely accepted as currency by larger merchants and institutions elsewhere in the United Kingdom. Issuing 
banks have been granted legal rights to issue currency, and back the notes with deposits at the Bank of England. The 
issuing of banknotes in Northern Ireland is regulated by the Currency and Bank Notes Act 1928, the Coinage Act 1971, 
Banknotes (Ireland) Act 1864 (c. 78), Banknotes (Ireland) Act 1920 (c.24), Bankers (Ireland) Act 1845, Bankers 
(Northern Ireland) Act 1928 (c. 15), among others. Pursuant to some of these statutes, Her Majesty’s Revenue and Cus- 
toms publishes in the Belfast Gazette an account of “the Amount of Notes authorized by Law to be issued by the several 
Banks of Issue in Northern Ireland, and the Average Amount of Notes in Circulation, and of Bank of England Notes and 
Coin held”. For example, it published that on the 27th of February 2019, Ulster Bank and Bank of Ireland released new 
polymer £5 and £10 notes, while Danske Bank released new polymer £10 notes.

In the criminal underworld of Northern Ireland nothing is sacred — not even George Best. Last month the footballer 
was honoured when the Ulster Bank issued one million £5 notes bearing his iconic image. Now it has emerged 
that forged copies of the notes were discovered two days before the official fivers were made publicly available, 
sparking fears that thousands of counterfeit Best fivers are circulating in Northern Ireland and being sold on eBay 
at inflated prices. The resale price of the special £5 note — brought out just before the first anniversary of the foot- 
ball star’s death — has soared over the last few weeks. The fivers are being sold for between £40 to £100 on 
eBay. In the In-Shops complex in central Belfast framed copies of the genuine five pound notes are on sale for 
£40. The forgeries were first spotted by a shopkeeper in Armagh City. ‘He became suspicious when he saw the 
notes and immediately contacted the Ulster Bank,’ said one senior detective. ‘He did well but there is no guaran- 
tee other forgeries have been passing through the system or even sold online since then. There are bound to be 
more out there. Our paramilitaries are deft at forging notes. They have been doing it for years and making millions 
out of it.’ A spokesman for the Ulster Bank said the genuine notes have serial numbers that all start with ‘GB’, the 
players’ initials. The forgeries in Armagh had a serial number beginning with the letter ‘A’. All of the main paramili- 
tary groups have engaged in counterfeiting since the Troubles erupted in 1969. However it is the largely dormant 
Official IRA that is known to run the most sophisticated counterfeit operations. The U.S. government is trying to 
extradite Workers’ Party president and former Official IRA leader Sean Garland from Ireland. Garland faces charg- 
es in America of distributing counterfeit dollars with the aid of North Korean agents. In the Eighties the Officials 
forged dollars using printing presses from eastern Germany. The first of the million genuine printed £5 notes 
GBOOO0001 was given to Barbara McNarry, one of Best’s sisters. The note GBLOOO0000 was handed to the late 
player’s father Dickie Best. In an unrelated incident it is understood an Ulster Bank official in Co Armagh has been 
suspended after accusations he tried to sell George Best notes before their official launch for more than £5. The 
bank is investigating. In death in his native country the Manchester United and Northern Ireland star has become 
arguably more revered than he was even in life. Earlier this year Belfast City Airport was renamed the George Best 
Airport. Flybe, the airline that operates out of the east Belfast airport, has painted Best’s image on one of the 
planes it flies to Manchester. 


BBC NEWSs, Northern Ireland, by Julian O’Neill, NI Business Correspondent, 5 May 2017 — headline: No change as North- 
ern Ireland paper £5 note stays in use 


The paper £5 note will live on in Northern Ireland. Its ‘old-fashioned’ fivers are stay- 
ing in use for now, despite the Bank of England’s version being withdrawn at mid- 
night on Friday night. All four Northern Ireland banks print their own money — a tradi- 
tion which stretches back to the early 19th Century. But only two of them produce 
fivers —- the Ulster Bank and the Bank of Ireland. The Bank of England paper note is 
being pulled from circulation because there is a newer version, made of polymer 
(shown right). Northern lreland’s banks could, eventual- 
ly follow suit, but for now their paper £5 notes remain in 
use. Shops may refuse old fivers from Saturday. NI beat Britain as plastic note pio- 
neer. Plastic £5 note ’first for GB.’ Sean Murphy of Ulster Bank said: “In the long run, 
polymer notes will probably be more cost-effective and it is something we are actively 
looking at.” There is about £2.5bn worth of Northern Ireland banknotes in circula- 
tion. One of the most recent new designs was the George Best £5 note, a million of 
which were issued in 2006 by Ulster Bank in tribute to the late footballer. Danske 
Bank is currently doing a print run of £20 notes, with the signature of its Chief Execu- 
tive, Kevin Kingston, being added for the 
first time. There are rules covering the issu- 
ing of Northern Ireland banknotes. Each of the banks must hold assets 
with the Bank of England equal to the value of the cash being printed, so 
that if they were to ever go bust their notes in circulation could be ex- 
changed. The banks have said the main reason they print their own 
notes is for prestige and branding. Incidentally, in Northern Ireland the 
paper £5 Bank of England note was never legal tender, which has a very 
narrow technical meaning. Just like Northern Ireland banknotes being 
presented in Great Britain, acceptability as payment is essentially a mat- 
ter for agreement between the parties involved.

George Best’s colourful off-field antics scuppered plans to celebrate his sporting life with a Royal Mint commemo- 
rative coin, The Mail on Sunday can reveal. The former Manchester United star was a notorious womanizer who 
had a long-running battle with alcohol addiction before his death aged 59 in 2005. So when a Royal Mint sub- 
committee met in 2014 to consider a set of ‘Sporting Heroes’ coins, it decided Best was ‘not suitable’ because of 
his ‘reputation’ outside football. The decision, revealed in official documents obtained by this newspaper, was 
made despite Belfast City Airport seeing fit to rename itself after the Northern Irishman in 2006. Last night, Best’s 
son Calum said he should be honoured, adding: “Yes, he battled his problems off the pitch, but he was idolized, 
talented, and did his country proud.” A Royal Mint spokesman said suggested themes for coins went through a 
‘rigorous’ selection process.
